DOUBLE MAGAZINE CLOSURE - SOUNDWAVES AND RADIOVISIE 

Soundwaves were, in my opinion, one of the best Free Radio magazines on the 
market, and although I'd not been a subscriber for very long, I was sad to hear 
of the closure. Soundwaves tried to brinm a new style of magazine, printing mostly 
features and newspaper cuttings, and ombined with the high quality of printing, 
this made a very profesional magazine. However, this high standard was the main 
reason for the closure. The following info is taken from a supplement issued 
wit’: Issue 14. They were always quoted what they thought to be a good rate. Even 
whei the printers.changed hands, they saw no reason to stop using them. However, 
afte Issue 13 was printed* the printers informed them that they were selling the 
buieness and that the new printers would be contacting them with the new quote. 
They got in contact, and carried on printing at the old price. All the work for 
Issue 14 was sent in, but returned later, with a note saying that it was impossible 
to keep the old price. The new rate offered was 120% MORE than the old one! When 

they were contacted again, they said they hadn't realised how much it would have 

cost. They did, however, knock off some money when Soundwaves explained the 
position they were in. To keep the cost down, and to save time, all the articles 

were kept in, only the front cover was changed. They were planning to close 

after Iss v 16 anyway, so this way means that they will not lose so much money. 

Box 110 w_^l still be kept open for FR stations, but only a few more can use it. 

Radiovisie - I know nothing about this, but Mike Burden says in his last letter 
that "an excellent Dutch language magazine called Radiovisie is to close this 
month."

The new 48m trans¬ 
mitter is presently being put through it's paces. As Mike Johns designed it, he 
was a bit apprehensive when he first switched it on, but it worked first time!

Capital Radio - nothing to do with 
the Belgian station - these are Irish! They have broadcast recently on 6275 in 
preparation for their international service. Address is the same as for SDR. 

Britain Radio were planning to broadcast on 6200, but 62?5 was used with go'-'d 
results on the birthday broadcast on the 14 th, so they used it again on the 28 th. 
They have been having a lot of frequency probelms recently, and had hoped to 
settle down on one frequency. However, 6225 causes interference to, and receives 
interference from ABC Radio on 6250. They made a return broadcast on 6255 on the 
14th via Suirside Radio , and th>n moved to 6250 because of interference problems. 
They hope to broadcast about every two weeks. Suirside will fill in the remaining 
time. They normally broadcast to Waterford, Ireland, on 257 and 98FM. You can 
write to them at 2 The Mall, Waterford, Ireland, whilst.the address for ABC is 
Middle Flat, 10 Lombard Street, Waterford. The FRB-Rol 1 and V s a erials were stolen 
recently, so they were using a spare one and another new one. However these 
are not giving such good results. (On the 21st, FRS-H had a SINPO here of 45544 , 
so they must have fixed them up properly by now!) ARTO-Netherlands are now able 
to transmit with a power of 500W! They don't want to use this every time though. 

They have plans for testing- on lower frequencies, and also for broadcasting on 
more than one frequency. Empire Radio continue every 2nd Sunday on 6200 and 7525* 
Thife very professional station's schedule includes international programming, 
and all progs are worth a listen! The Free Radio Broadcasting Company returned 
on 6250 on June 21. A taped programme was repeated throughout the day, and th e 
was a phone number to ring - 0782 617714 - as well as the Dedemsvaart address.' - " 
Atlanta Radio broadcasts every 3rd Sunday on 6240, although this frequency is 
subject to bad interference from SDR, and now from Suirside. It's a pity really, 
as the programming quality is great. The "Soundabaout" programme is worth a listen 
as well, as it's packed with up-to-date interference. If you want to write to 
.Atlanta, then they can be contacted at Box 110, Orpington, which is also used by 
Empire, Britain Radio, Radio Buccaneer, Cobra Radio, Radio Comsat, East Coast, 

South Downs Radio (not to be confused with South Dublin Radio), Radio Free Birmin¬ 
gham, and WSFR. Other stations use it as well, but this is the current active 
list. Music Radio International - this station was heard by us on June 28, on 
6200* Records were played, and every two, this announcement was given - "You are 
listening to Music Radio International on 6200kHz." No address is known. The 
station signed off without any announcement at 08.50 GMT. It is presumed that 
this station is Dutch because of the accented DJ/announcer. We have just received 
a reply fro Capital Radio, who say that their power is 180W. Britain Radio 
announced that Radio Julie would return on July 5 with an unknown frequency in 
the 48 mb.

Sounds Alternative on 1179 are a specialist station with extensive rock and reggae 
programmes. Power is around 50W, and is fed into a -£■ wave longwire. 

OTHER NEWS; Watch out for WCFL, a new station run by Capt. Prinos (sorry if it's 
wrong, I ^stn't read it! He's also threatened to run WEFR 2 on 7375 - he stumbled 
across the theme the other day! RFB eventually hope to get on MW, SW and VHF. 

The SW freq will probably be 7315j and I'm helping with this. He's also got a 
crystal for 7375> I'd better jump up and down on it! UK Radio is a big joke around 
here. The station broadcasts with -J-W maximum, and the antenna is a telescopic 
from an FM Radio! Audio quality was terrible, but I sent loads of circuits, and 
now it's just tinny!
